ON THE THESIS perhaps that if no one else will 

blow one’s trumpet one must therefore blow one’s 
own, Liberal supporters are indulging in great praise 
of their own party. It could of course be a case 
aimply of wishful thinking. : 

The proposition that Liberals alone are capable 
of carrying sufficient seats to form a majority gov- 
ernment, for instance, bears a little examination. It 
will be for the electorate to decide which party it 
thinks capable of. holding office, and there is little 
in the Liberal stahding in the last Parliament to 
justify such roseate belief. 

The Conservatives may not have won a clear- 
cut, overall parliamentary yictory last June but they 
licked the Liberals flat. In.only four out of ten prov- 
inces,were they behind their chief rivals, whereas in 
two provinces the Liberals failed to win a single seat 
and in four others their combined victories numbered 
only eight. : 

By contrast the Conservatives won strong rep- 
resentation in all provinces. 

This would scarcely suggest that the Liberals 
can claim to be a national force of respectable 
proportion. 

Admittedly. the forthcoming _ election _ could 

«Change the picture,“and’even result in a Liberal mi- 
nority government. Except that this would be in- 
*imical to the welfare of the country one might almost 
wish it to happen, if only to see how Mr. Pearson 
would alter his tune. It has been a standing cry ever 
since last June that by not gaining an overall ma- 
jority. the Conservatives were rejected by the 
electorate. | > 

Would Mr. Pearson agree that a similar situa- 
tion for his party warranted the same assumption? 

Another amusing gambit of Liberals is to say, 
apropos the Diefenbaker government, that “promises 
are no substitute for performance.” On this prem- 
ise that rules out Mr. Pearson altogether, for never 
having performed as prime minister he déals only 
in promises. 


The Red Cross 


N ARCH IN CANADA is Red Cross month—the

It is a matter of pride to all Canadians that their 
country's contribution to this-great-imternational in- 
stitution has been an important one. Last year the 
Canadian Red Cross. provided more than $500,000.in 
material, medical and technical assistance to 41

Yet despite this, the Red Cross not only -main- 

, tained but increased its activities in the national field. 
Across the dominion, for instance, more than 2,500,- 
000 Canadians have received one or more free blood 
transfusions since 1947. In 1962 alone 150,000 ex- 
pectant Canadian mothers received free clinical tests 
for'the Rh factor, and 14.000 hospitalized veterans

Locally, the Red Cross provided and maintained 
more than a dozen important community services 
ranging from emergency help to families in time of 
disaster to instructing in water safety programs for 
children and operating blood donor clinics. 

Though 95 per cent of all the Red Cross work is 
carried out by volunteers the cost of supplies, equip- 
ment-ard téchnical and professional assistance must 
be met. This vear Greater Victorians are being asked 
to give $79,000 to enable the society to carry on its 
great work. It is a small sum for this community to 
contribute to such a worthwhile cause.

|The Marigold Family 


By M. V. CHESNUT, FRHS 


“The floures arid leaves of Mari- 
golds, being distilled, and the water 
dropped into red and watery eles, 
ceaseth the inflammation and taketh 
away the paine.” 

—Gerard's Herbal, 1597. 


The term marigold ts a bit confus- 
ing in horticulture, as during the Mid- 
die Ages almost every plant which 
bore bright yellow flowers was 
referred to as Our Lady Mary's Gold, 
and the name has persisted until it 
is applied nowadays to several com- 
pletely unrelated plants. 

The hardiecst and easiest of the lot 
is Calendula officinalis, known to us 
as the Scotch or Pot marigoid. The 
name Calendula {s derived from 
calendar, for in mild climates the 
plant may be had in flower every 
month of the year, and in fact, it 
isn't at all uncommon here to find a 
lone plant stil! blooming in mid- 
winter.

., Its second name, officinalis, means 

“fold in shops,” usually referring to 
a plant used in medicine or cookery, 
and to this day the dried petals of the 
Scotch marigotd are used as a stb 
stitute for-saffron in cooking. 

There Isn't any trick to the grow- 
ing of Scotch marigolds. The seeds 
are big and easy to handle; you 
simply, push them into the ground 
about an inch deep any time through 


the spring months and they'll come 


popping up like radishes wikhin a 
week. They transplant quite easily 
while young and start blooming in 
about seven weeks from seed, con- 


tinuing al! summer and into the late 


fall, long after every other annua in 
the. garden has been cut down by 
frost,

has been refined and improved out of

Old Man Cleared 


NAGOYA, Japan (UPI)—A bent old man who devoted 
his life to clearing his name and wrongly spent 21 years 
in prison was declared innocent yesterday of a murder 
he Was charged with 50 years ago. 

Ishimatsu Yoshida, 83, stood as straight as he could 
and cried ‘banzai!" as the Nagoya high-court acquitted 
him of the Aug. 13, 1913, robbery-murder of cocoon dealer 
Kitaro ‘Toda. ; 

The press had long since nicknamed Yoshida “Japan's 
Count of Monte Cristo”’ But unlike Alexandre Dumas’ 
hero, Yoshida never sought revenge and he never got 
rich. 


Under Japanese law, he is entitled to 56 cents to $1.12 
—the amount will vary with the findings of the compensa- 
tion court——for each of the 7.888 days he spent in prison.

Yoshida’s lawyer indicated a compensation claim 
would be filed, but he said Yoshida's main aim had been 
to clear his name.

“We pray that the remaining years of vour life will 
be full of happiness.” the judge said, 

. Yochida was 33 when he was accused of the murder 
by two suspects, Hotaro Umita. now 70, and Yoshihei 
Kitagawa, who is now dead. He maintained his innocence 
from the start, but was condemned to death. 

On appeal, the sentence was reduced to life imprison- 
ment. He was paroled in 1935, having served 21 years and 
seven months in prison, during which two appeals for 
retrial were rejected. 

When he left prison, Yoshida obtained “apologies” 
from Umita and Kitagawa, the men who had implicated 
him.

Can “Harmless” 
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tudy of Young Skulls 
\ May End Teeth Braces 


By ALAN WALKER 


TORONTO ‘(CP)—How does a 
child’s skull grow? 

Koeowe knew exactly. then 
fewer children would have ta’ 
wear braces on their teeth. 

That's why dental research- 
ers have been x-raying and 
measuring the skulls of children 
in Burlington, Ont.. for the last 
10 years trying to understand 
completely the complex changes 
that. take place during the 
growth of young bones. 

Now thousands of plaster den- 
tal casts, X-ray photographs 
and clectronic brain punch 
cards are being gathered at the 
University of Toronto's division 
of dental research. 

Officials say data will make 
it possible to foresee and inter- 
cept crooked teeth early enough 
to cut costs and discomfort of 
corrective devices 


PARENTS CO-OPERATE 

Surgeons, eve specialists and 
anthropologists also are excited 
about the findings of the re« 
search team. directed by Prof 
Rh M. Grainger 

Tt all started in 1933 with a 
plea to parents in’ Burlintgen 
for vylunteers. Dr Gordon Niki- 
foruk, chaigman of the U_ of 
T-s-division-of-dental-researehy 
said Burlington, just east of
